Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  l8th  Annual  • 

Report . 

In  view  of  the  amalgamation  of  areas,  I  presume 
this  will  be  also  my  final  Report. 

I  regret  this  conclusion,  as  I  agree  with  the  general 
opinion  that  in  losing  our  identity  in  a  larger  body,  we 
are  also  losing  the  close  and  intimate  touch  v/ith  local 
conditions,  which  a  body  of  Councillors,  many  of  which 
live  miles  away,  cannot  be  expected  to  ever  have  or  remotely 
develop.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Kirkheaton,  situatea  on  the 
margin  of  the  new  district,  will  not  suffer  neglect  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  central  area,  and  that  our  few  Councillors 
on  the  amalgamated  Council  will  not  be  "Voices  crying  in  the 
Yifilderness 

(a)  1.  AREA.  The  Urban  District  comprises  1674  acres, 


including  13  acres  of  water. 


2.  POPULATION.  This  is  now  2439.

This  figure  appears  enormous.  I  find  all  the  deaths  occurred 
shortly  after  birth  from  Congenital  Debility.  The  rate  being  on  a 
comparatively  small  total  of  births  is  necessarily  larger.
